Prof, Millikan is a graduate of Baker 
University, Kansas, a college with an 
enrollment of about 700 students. He 
spent one year in the University of 
Chicago, taking 
post-graduate 
work, 
and a summer session at the University 
of California, giving special attention 
to school administration under Dr. Hol­ 
land, superintendent of school of Louis­ 
ville, Kentucky and Dr. Richard Boone 
of 
t h e ' U n i v e r s i t y of California. 
H e 
spent half-year in 
the Los 
Angeles 
State normal school, familiarizing him­ 
self with grade work. 
He spent thTee 
years in post-graduate study and spec­ 
ial training, beyond the regular college 
work, and has had actual teaching ex­ 
perience for seven years. 


Prof. Millikan taught one year in the 
high school at Walla Walla, Washing 
ton, which gave him experience in a 
large high school, and one-half year of 
experimental teaching in the Los Ang­ 
eles state normal school, the other half 
being spent teaching in the Glendale 
intermediate schools. 
He taught ma­ 
thematics for two years in the Ana­ 
heim high school, during which time he 
had chaTge of atheletics.

CAMPS AT PUENTE 


At least two-thirds of.the population 
of Covina city and valley was In Pu­ 
ente on Wednesday 
night, 
when the 
143rd field artillery from Camp Kearny 
went into camp there for tho night, on 
their way to Los Angeles. 


While 
there 
were 
hundreds who 
watched 
this 
regiment 
come in and 
make camp, there wore conservatively 
seven or eight thousand'people present 
in ^he evening to watch the soldier* 
dancing with the girls on the. asphalt 
pavement in Puento's main street. It- 
was the biggest night that Puente ever 
experienced. 
The 
square, 
and the 
streets of Puente 
were jammed 
with 
people and soldiers 
until it was a 
practical impossibility t o get around. 


Puente ontertained them by supply 
of plenty of pie and cake to augment 
the regular mess at 5 o'clock. 
The wo- 
mbn of the whole countryside brought 
in these dainties. 
There was enough 
and some to spare, which, however, was 
all consumed before the soldiers turned 
in. 
Lights were arranged for a band 
concert and the regimental band fur­ 
nished the music for dancing. At least 
a thousand a t a time were two-stepping 
and fox-trotting on the pavement. The 
soldiers (all expressed 
themselves as 
" h a v i n g the time of their l i v e s . " Sev­ 
eral songs were sung from a platform 
by Miss Lota Nash and Mrs. Henry L 
Marshall of Covina, who were also join­ 
ed in duets and trios by Private Fisher 
of the regiment, who is a well-known 
vaudeville singer. 


The regiment consisted of 750 men 
and about 700 horses, with full equip 
ment of three and six-inch guns, cais­ 
sons, and the large number of combat 
wagons and general plunder.

march they took up about three miles 
of roadway.

One of the mo«t remarkable demon­ 
strations of loyalty that this valley has 
ever experienceil, anil an evening fille<! 
to overflowing with real human interest, 
was that of the meeting of protest held 
in the Covina Union High School audi­ 
torium on Monday ni^ht, when a large 
audience asked the high school board 
ef* trustees to reinstate Mi«s Kflie M. 
Lemonds a? vice-principal of the school, 
following 
the announcement 
that 
the 
board had called for her resignation. 


A petition bearing »390 names was fol­ 
lowed to the xchoolhouse by more than 
two-thirds of the signers, who discussed 
in 
a most 
determined 
way 
with 
the 
board the merits of their cause, while 
opposing members on the board attempt­ 
ed to bring out reasons for having re­ 
moved-this teacher from the 
faculty. 
The tense feeling that had brought a- 
bout the demonstration was in no way 
accompanied by any act of discourtesy 
ta members of the board, but 
every 
speaker who voiced quietly the spirit 
of 
the 
meeting 
was 
given vigorous 
rounds of applause. 
Not a single per­ 
son in the audience was present to offer 
reasons why Miss Lemonds should not 
be retained. 
Only two members of the 
board 
attempted 
to show 
that 
there 
was a lack of harmony between the vice- 
principal 
and 
the 
principal 
of 
the 
school. 
The whole case against 
Miss 
Lemonds as made out by two members 
of the board was that, as a subordinate 
teacher, she had not been loyal to the 
school principal. 
In the opinion of the 
audience this charge was not proven. 


The meeting was presided over by C. 
W. 
Potter, 
president 
of 
the 
school 
board, and the other members all par­ 
ticipated, which included S. A. Stowell 
and W. S. Sawyer, acting in defense of 
Miss Lemonds, and Elmer Thomason and 
W. H. Townsend upholding the accusa­ 
tions that had brought about their ac­ 
tion 
in 
asking 
for 
her 
resignation. 
When the board took action in relation 
to the resignation of Miss Lemonds a 
•week ago last Monday, the members 
.voting to. ask for thia resignation were 


Mr. 
Thomason, Mir. Townsend and Mr. 
Potter, while Mr. Stowell and Mr. Saw­ 
yer voted in the negative. 
These last 
named men were supporting the peti­ 
tioners asking for a reconsideration and 
reinstatement, while Mr. Thomason and 


Mr. 
Townsend were engaged in defend­ 
ing the action which they had taken. 


The petition, bearing the names of 
citizens 
throughout 
the 
district, 
was 
presented to the board by Mrs. W. P. 


Nye, 
who has taken an active interest 
for a number of years in school matters 
through 
the 
organization 
of 
School 
Mothers. 
On a motion by Mr. Thoma­ 
son the petition was laid on the table 
for the consideration of the board at a 
later time. 


Another petition, bearing the names 
of 158 scholars of the high school, out 
of the full number of 185 in the school, 
w a s presented by Milton Philleo, presi­ 
dent of the student body, bearing a re­ 
quest identical in intent to the one pre­ 
sented by the citizens. 
Later, a resolu­ 
tion was presented by the scholars, bear­ 
ing the names of all but three of the 
scholars of the school, 
setting 
forth 
their admiration and love for Miss Lem­ 
onds, and their warm appreciation 
of 
the splendid work she has 
performed 
for all scholars, present and past, but 
not touching upon the question of re­ 
instatement. 
This communication was 
presented, because of the fact that a 
number of parents of scholars had for­ 
bidden their children to sign a petition 
asking for reinstatement, 
taking 
the 
grounds that they did not wish their 
children to participate actively in a mat­ 
ter which they considered to be one for 
the consideration of parents and tax­ 
payers. 


After the reading of the petition, Mr. 
Thomason began discussion in which he 
said that a number of alleged 
secret 
meetings had come 
to his 
attention, 
where a number of the teachers of the 
nigh school had met at private houses 
and in the school building, and plotted 
to " g e t rid of the school principal." 
He called Herbert L. Healy, a teacher, 
and questioned bim in the presence of 
the audience concerning two meetings, 
one held at Mr. Healy's home and one 
at 
the home 
of 
C. E. Trcdway, 
an­ 
other 
teacher, 
who lives in 
Baldwin 
Park. 
It was alleged that at one of 
these meetings Mr. Townsend; a new 
member of the board, was told thing* 
by the teachers that were damaging to 
the supervising principal. 


Mr. 
Healy did not deny that he had 
entertained a number of teachers 
at 
hie home, 
and that they had also been 
enteitained at the Tredway home, but 
questioned the right of anyone to deny 
them the privilege of meeting together 
i n their own homes, and said that what­ 
ever had been said or done 
by 
the 
teachers bad been wholly in the best 
interests of the school. 
As to the so- 
called secret meetings held in the high 


j school, he said that all meetings of the 


j faculty in the school building had been 
| held in the interests of the every-day 
work, and also for the purpose of pre- 
| paring 
for 
the 
graduation 
exercises, 


j 
Mr. Stowell took up the defense of 
! Miss Lemonds, stating that he had prc- 


j pared a statement for the meeting and 
| would 
read it. 
In his statement 
he 


I thoroughly 
rehearsed 
the 
undoubtedly 
| fine work of Miss I.emonds during the 


i twelve years she has served here. 
He 
brought out certain portions of the pro­ 
ceedings of 
the last 
mepting 
of 
the 
rboard, stating that Mr. Thomason had 
used the word "arch conspirator." and 
other words to the same effect in allud­ 
ing to Miss I.emonds. 
Mr. Sawyer of 


the. 
board 
corroborated 
Mr. Stowell's 
statements, but Mr. Thomason 
denied 
that he had used such words. 
Mr. Stow­ 
ell 
asserted that 
Mr. Thomason 
said 
Miss Lemonds did not possess sufficient 
degrees to teach in the high school. Mr. 
Thomason interrupted by denying this. 


Mr. 
Stowell read 
the list of 
degrees 
held by Miss Lemonds and the places 
where she had been educated. 
He ex­ 
pressed the conviction that she would 
soon receive a degree of 
Ph.D., 
and 
thought that she would have received 
it before thiB time if it were not for the 
fact that colleges give this degree to 
women 
only very 
reluctantly. 


R. 
M. 
Douglass, 
a 
citizen, 
spoke 
from 
the 
audience, 
stating 
that 
he 
believed this controversy to have been 
brought /about 
b y 
misunderstandings 
and possibly 
by 
malice 
from 
some 
source, and that he felt that the com­ 
plete sense of the meeting was that the 
board reinstate the teacher under dis­ 
cussion, and do it before adjourning the 
meeting. 
This met with great applause. 
He repeated the motion later, and it 
was seconded by Mrs. Mary M. Coman. 
Others who participated in the discus­ 
sion were Mr. B. M. Given, C. A. Hale, 
and James Sanborn. 
/It 
was stated by Mr. Potter, presi­ 
dent of the board, that he was willing 
himself to decide the matter at that 
time, but that the board had agreed to 
go into executive session later, in or­ 
der to inspect 
the' petitions, 
and 
to 
transact business in a legal and orderly 
way. 
Mr. Stowell and Mr. Sawyer were 
in favor of disposing of the matter at 
once by reinstating Miss Lemonds, but

Thomason and Mr. Townsend were 
firmly against it, and called for its con­ 
sideration in executive session. 


The meeting was 
finally 
brought to 
a closo by a 3peech made by Dr. G. D. 
Jennings, who stated that he had serv­ 
ed several terms as a high school trus­ 


tee, 
and that he k n e w how thankless 
much of the work was, and that he ap­ 
preciated the difficult position in which 
the present board was placed. 
He said 
that he had entire confidence that the 
board would aet in accordance with the 
expressed wishes of the petition and the 
audience, and 
made a motion 
to ad­ 
journ, which was carried. 


Mr. 
Potter 
was 
congratulated 
by 
many citizens for the careful and in­ 
telligent manner in which he handled a 
difficult meeting, and his fairness has 
been commended. 
That the board would 
not 
take immediate action 
while 
the 
meeting 
was in progress 
was due to 
the fact that it would have been il­ 
legal action, which would have, had to 
be ratified at a subsequent meeting. 


A feature of the meeting which show­ 
ed the determination of the audience to 
get at the whole facts and present the 
case in 
full, 
was 
the 
challenge 
as 
to the value of the petition, a challenge 
made by Mr. Thomason, who said that 
many people had 
signed 
the 
petition 
under a misapprehension, believing that 
Miss Lemonds had been discriminated 
against. 
Many 
people, he 
said, 
had 
been told that 
while Dr. Gowen, the 
principal, had 
been asked to 
present 
his resignation, Miss Lemonds had been 
summarily discharged. 
This, he 
said, 
was untrue, as the resolutions 
acting 
on both cases had been similar. 
Mrs. 
N y e then said that it was true that the 
original belief had been that Miss Lem­ 
onds had been treated in a different way 
than 
the 
supervising 
principal, 
but 
that 
if 
any person x 
, resent who 
had 
signed the petition wished to withdraw 
their name, the opportunity would be 
provided at onee. 
This statement was 
strongly applauded, and no o.ne offered 
to take their name from the list. 


Mr. 
Townsend said 
that 
the 
board 
wished to go into executive session to 
examine this petition because he, for 


one, 
didn't know who had signed it. 


" W e 
don't know whether this has 
been padded up with the names of Japs 
and Chinamen and children, or n o t , " 
said Mr. Townsend. 


Immediately 
it 
was asked that 
the 
entire list of names be read, and Mrs. 
N y e stood before the people for a half 
hour and read the entire G90 names, all 
of whom were menfbers of families and 
citizen* well known in the valley. This 


was followed by the request from the 
student body that the 
158 names on 
their petition be read, which was done. 


The matter, in all its phases, was 
the most remarkable tribute ever given 
in this valley to anyone, and was a com­ 
plete 
transcript of evidence that 
the 
people of the city and valley held Miss 
Lemonds in the highest esteem and af­ 
fection. 
Such a demonstration in the 
midst of a world too heavily burdened 
with selfishness, was a most agreeable 
surprise, and of a kind that happens all 
too frequently in connection with faith­ 
ful public servants.

STURGEONS AS THEY FEED. 


Judge Bledsoe Lunches at 
Griffiths H o m e —

Peculiar Way These' Big Flah 
:Attack 
and Absorb Their Prey. 


T h e sturgeon feeds along muddy bot­ 
toms on small shellfish, water vweeds 
and bottom 
fishes. 
According to the 
Zoological Society Bulletin, its method 
of feeding Is peculiar. 
Underneath the 
snout and near the point of It are four 
barbels, or "feelers," about t w o and a 
half inches long and placed about three- 
quarters of an inch apart across the 
s n o u t 
It s w i m s with the snout close 
to the bottom, which allows the barbels 
to trail along on the sand or mud. 


Whenever the barbels touch tbe pro­ 
truding 
siphons of the soft 
shelled 
clam or the razor clam the siphons of 
the clams contract and b y doing so 
notify the sturgeon of their presence. 
It halts and with its telescope mouth 
pumps the sand or mud a w a y 
from 
the clam, passes it out of the gill open­ 
ings and finally draws the clam from 
its 
resting place 
Into Its Jaws and 
there crushes It. 
T h e larger portions 
of the shell it discards through the gill 
openings, but if the clams are small It 
discards very little of .the shell, but 
swallows nearly all of It. 


Another w a y the sturgeon has of 
feeding Is to plow a furrow through 
the sand or mud with Its long pointed 
snout, then to turn round and go back 
through the furrow and pick up what­ 
ever small mollusks and crustaceans 
it may have exposed. 
It also sticks up 
with its protruding mouth great quan­ 
tities of saud and mud, sifts 
them 
through 
its gills 
and thereby 
finds 
many small organisms upon which it 
feeds.
